We 
would net willingly cxaggerate—still less would 
we indulge in any thing verging upon irrever- 
ent levity-—but the exhibition was so new in a 

lace of Christian worship, and so much bustle 
and curisoity hare been excited regarding the 
principal performer, that, as mere ropyrters of 
passing novelties, we consider ourselves fuliy 
justified in giving a faithful summary of what 
we felt and saw. 

The whole concern has a theatrical air.

The service begins 
at eleven ; for the preceding half-hour, on the 
morning of our attendance, the passages lead- 
ing fo the gallery were the scene of tremen- 
cous rushing and confusion—all memory of the 
day and place was obliterated--there was 
nothing but the most unsightly working of 
shoniders and elbows, producing combinations 
of attitude, and varieties of ludicrous endurance, 
which no gravity conid resist. We cannot stop

in the accumulation ef common-places, than in 
original conception : but on the whole, we re- 
gard it as an imprudent publication, and con- 


has been very pompously announced, the con- 
version or exposure of the intellectual classes, 
as an utter failure. ‘The author appears to us 
to be a man of a capacity a little abeve medi- 
ocrity. He is, we doubt not, thoroughly vers- 
ed in the theological doctrines of his church ; 
for this is a matter upon which we do not pre- 
sume to pronounce. His reading among popu- 
lar Engish authors {seems to have heen tolera- 
bly extensive. We also give him credit for the 
most genuine zeal, notwithstanding the unte- 
cessary tone of exaggeration and defiance with 
which it is accompanied—but here our com- 
mendations must cease. His taste is vicious in 
the extreme. His style is at once coarse and 
flashy. It is, in truth, the strangest jumble we 
have ever encountered. There is no single 
term by which it can be described. He an- 
nounces his preference forthe models in the 
days of Milton, Lut he writes the lapguage of 
noage. The phraceology ofdifferent centuries 
is often pressed into the service of a single pe- 
riod. We have some quaint turn from the 
times ef Sie Thomas More, guritanieal com. 
pounds that flourished under Cromwell, fotlow- 
_ed by a cavalcade of gaudy epithets, bringing 
down the diction to the day of publication. His 
‘afiectaticn of antiquated words is excessive, 
aud quite beneath the dignity of a Christian 
preacher. Mr. Irving sheald recollect that wot 
and wis and ween, and do and doth and hath, up- 
on the latter of which he so delights to ring 
the changes, are all miserable matters of con- 
vention, having nothing in life to do with the 
objects of his ministry--t hat there is no chari- 
ty in giving refuge toa discarded expletive-- 
no glory in raising a departed monosyllable 
from the dead. His style has another great 
defect. It is grievouely iscorrect. When be 
comes to imagery, his miad is ina mist. He 
talks of ** abolishing pulse3,” “ evacunting the 
uses of a law,” the “ gutetus of torment,” 
“erecting the platform of our being upon a 
new condition of probation.”

The 
prevailing sentiment has little novelty, but it is 
natural and affecting, and is given in beiter 
taste.

How time hath swept over her, age af- 
ter age, with its consuming wave, swallowing every 
living thing, and bearing it away unto the shores of 
eternity!

We cannot forbear extracting one more pas- 
sage for the singularity, if not the excellence 


of the style. It is quite in the manner of an 
‘ancient Covenanter— 


“1 would try these flush and flashy spirits with 
their own weapons, and play a little with them at 
their own game. They do but prate about their ex- 
ploits at fighting, drinking, and death-despising. I 
Can tell them otf those who fought with savage beasts ; 
yea, of maidens who durst enter as coolly as a modern 
bully into the ring, to take their chance with infuriat- 
ed beasts of prey ; and I can tell them of those who 
drank the molten lead as cheerfully as they de the 
juice of the grape, and handled the red fire aad played 
with the bickering flames as gaily as they do with 
love’s dimples or woman’s amorous tresses. And what 
do they talk of war? Have they forgot Cromwell's 
iron hand, who made their chivalry to skip? or the 
Scots Camerouians, who seven times, with their 
Christian chief, received the thanks of Madborough, 
that first of English captains? or Gustavia of the 
North, whose camp sung psalms in every ‘ent? It is 
not so long that they should forget Nelson’s Methodists, 
who were the most trasted of that hero’s crew. Poor 
men! they know nothing who do not know ait of their 
country’s history, who it was that set at mught the 
wilfulness of Henry VIII. and the sharp rige of the 
virgin Queen, against liberty, and bore the Wack cru- 
ety of her Popish sister ; and presented the petition 
of rights, and the bill of rights, and the claimo?/ rights. 
Was it chivalry ? was it blind bravery ? ho—these 
second-rate qualities may do fora pitched ield, ora 
fenced ring ; but, when it comes to death or liberty, 
death or virtue, death or religion, they wax dubious,

‘There are 
vow, as there at most times have been, many 
men of talent among the influential classes, 
who, unfortunately for themselves, are cut off 
by their peculiar habits of thinking from the 
consolations of Christianity, but perhaps there 
never wasa period when such persons so cau- 
tiously abstained from the promulgation of 
their particular opinions. There may be. ope 
or two exceptions, but the great mass of the 
persons to whom we refer, feel too deeply the 
importance cf religious sanctions to the wellt- 
being of society, to think of substituting in 
their place the cold and unavailing dogmas of 
a philosophical creed. Feelings of decorum, 
of good taste, and even of personal respecta- 
bility, come in aid, and confirm those habits of 
‘salutary forbearance. The question theo is, 
whether any service can be rendered, ta reli- 
gion by the tone and manner which Me. Irving 
has assumed towards this class. Will defiance 
and abuse convert themr? Will dffenave 5 
sonalities even against those who have declared 
their opinions, corciliate the rest? ls it wise, 
by unfairly confounding poetry and criticism 
with blasphemy, to alarm the self-love of 
many, who are already, tecitly it may be, but 
virtually upon his side? And lastly, is there no 
danger in impressing upon the other ordersof 
the community that among the high and edu- 
cated all sense of religion is extinguished ? 
these are matters upon which we cannot un- 
dertake to dwell, but it really does occur to 
us that they deserve Mr. Irving’s most serious 
consideration. It would be a miserable ending 
of his mission to discover too late that bis . 
zeal had produced mischiel3s beyond the pow- 
ers of his oratory to heal. 

Mr. Irving is a man of warm feelings, and . 
can eulogise as exorbitantly as he censures. 
It may be interesting to know that one of the 
school of modern poetry has escaped his cen- 
demnation. In the midst of his treatise upon 
“ Judgment to come,” we have. the following 
burst of rhetorical criticism. The subject is 
Mr. Wordsworth— 

‘6 There is one man in these rcalms who hats 4d- 
dressed himself to such a godiy life, and dwelt alone 
amidst the grand and lovely +cenes of nature, and the 
deep unfathomable secrecies of human thought >— 
would to Heaven it were allowed to others to-do like- 
wise! And he hath been rewarded with many, new 
cogitations of nature and of nature's God; and be 
hath heard, in the stillness of his retreat, many new 
voices of his conscious spirit—all which be hath sung 
in harmonious numbers. But mark the Fpicurean 
soul of this degraded age! The have frowned ov 
him ; they have spit on him ; they have grossly abused 
him. The masters of thié critical generation (like 
generation, like masters) have raised the hue and cry 
against him; the literary and sentimental world, 
which is their soundiug-board, hath reverberated jt ; 
and every reptile, who can retail an opiniow in priut, 
hath spread it, and given his reputation a shéck, from 
which it is slowly but surely recovering. Alb for 
what? For making nature and his own bosom his 
home, aud daring to sing of the simple but sublime 
truths which were revealed to hin—for daring to be 
free in his manner of uttering genuine feeling, and 
depicting natural beauty, and grafling thereon de- 
vout and solemn coatemplations of God. Had he 
sent his Cottage Wanderer forth upon an‘ Excursion’ 
amongst courts and palaces, battle-fields, and scenes 
of faithless gallantry, his musings would have been 
more welcome, being far deeper and more tender 
than those of “ the heartless Childe ; but because 
the man hath valued virtue, and retiring modesty, 
and common household truth, over these the ephe- 
meral decoration or excessive depravities of our cou- 
dition, therefore he is bated and abused.”
